Successful Graduates Picked 
Careers After Commencement 


IN NEW YORK’ CITY. INQUIRY

Lafayette. Ind. (AP)—Purdue uni­ 
versity has found a new practical 
principle for young men who wish 
to make money. 
They may do well to choose their 
life work alter, not before, gradua­ 
tion from college. 
There is nothing theoretical about 
this. 
It summarizes one of the answers 
to a questionnaire sent by Prof. G. 
C. B randenburg to 480 of Purdue’s 
more successful grads, “to find out 
w hat experiences, achievem ents and 
personal qualities are most condu­ 
cive to success in college graduates.’’ 
“It was found.” says Prof. B ran­ 
denburg in a report to the Ameri­ 
can Association for the Advance­ 
m ent of Science, “th a t slightly m ore 
th an half of these successful m en 
decided on their life vocations after 
graduation, 
and 
th a t 
the 
group 
which decided later had significant­ 
ly higher in corves th an did the 
group which decided before gradua­ 
tion.” 


, 
The answers came from 232 men. 
Another finding states: 
“Study of the scholastic records 
of these successful m en and of their 
present incomes indicates th a t there 
is practically no relation between 
scholarship and financial success." 
However m oney-m aking evidently 
is only part of th e qualifications 
which Purdue m en call success, for 
they voted also th at: 
“Knowledge gained from books is 
regarded as the m ost valuable item 
in the college experience of these 
successful alumni." 
Eighty per cent of those gaining 
outstanding success had been sin­ 
gled out for “some kind of dis­ 
tinction as college students.

(AP*. — W hen 
the 
navy airship Akron m ounts the skies 
in m id-sum m er, it will be able to 
talk with the world by radio. 
Its $25,000 sending and receiving 
sets will have virtually unlim ited 
range. 
Based on navy research and speci­ 
fications and built by W estinghouse 
th e equipm ent is undergoing tests 
a t Chicfcpee, M assachusetts, as the 
second edition of the first Ameri­ 
can-m ade dirigible radio outfit. 
The “first edition” was installed 
in the Los Angeles in September, 
replacing the G erm an outfit carried 
by the airship since it was built in 
1924. 
Sim ilar in type but of greater 
sensitivity, the Akron's equipment 
will consist of two powerful tran s­ 
m itters, both to be confined to tele­ 
graphic 
messages, 
two 
receivers, 
and a radio compass equipm ent. 
One traam itter and receiver will 
operate, on an interm ediate or long 
wave, while 
the 
other will oper­ 
ate on a short wave. Power will be 
obtained from generators driven by 


I engines 
separate from the dirig­ 
ible's m ain engines. 
An electrically driven reel has 
been included to pull the antenna 
which will dangle below the airstrip 
I when In flight. 
The radio room in the 6.500.000 
cubic-foot airship will be located 
within the hull, directly above the 
'control car. 
Equipm ent sim ilar to the Arkon’s 
j is planned for its proposed sister- 
ship, the ZRS-5, scheduled

l i n corporation to give the navy*’ 
two dirigibles th a t will be the la rg -% 
est and fastest in the world.
